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42d. All bills and resolutions, which have been once
read-and are entitled to a second reading by the Rules of
the House, shall be arranged every wmorning agreeably to
seniority, by the clerk, placed on the Speaker’s desk, ta-
ken up by him in just turn, and read a secoud time, although
no motion for a second reading may have been made.
